WASHINGTON, May 9.—While 
reau of Standards tests of his in- 
struments today, Lieut. A. Soucek 
of the Navy was confident that he 
had established a new world alti- 
tude record in his flight yesterday 
at the Naval Air Station at Ana- 
costia, 

He said that if it were found 
that his calculations were in error, 
he would try again and keep on 
trying until he did set a new rec- 
ord. His altimeter. he explained, 
registered 40,000 feet before he 
turned downward in yesterday’s 
flight and his calculations, based 
on a series of tests to plot the dis- 
crepancy hetween that instrument 
and barograph readings, placed his 
actual altitude at approximately 
39,000 feet. 

The flight was made in the same 
biplane used by Lieut. C. C. Cham- 
pion of the Navy, to set the »Dres- 
ent official record of 38,418 feet 
in July, 1927. Official readings of 
Soucek’s instruments showing that 
he exceeded that altitude by at 
least 300 feet were held by the 
National Aeronautic Association to 
be necessary before he could be 
credited with the new record. 

In making his flight yesterday, 
Soucek related, he _ deliberately 
took a chance that his eyes would 
be frozen. On an attempt last 
month, he recalled, his goggles 
frosted over at 35,000 feet and he 
came down, heeding a warning not 
to take them off lest his eyes 
freeze, but when the same condi- 
tion developed yesterday at a 
higher altitude, he discarded them 
and kept on climbing. Although 
he went an additional thousand 
feet higher after removing the 
goggles, his eyes didn’t freeze and 
the plane, he said, was ‘“‘function- 
ing perfectly.”

Dr. Isaac Lippincott Tells Women’s 
Club New Measure Is ‘With- 
out Principle.’ 

The Republican party has: done 
a poor job in writing the tariff 
revision bill, Dr. Isaac Lippincott, 
professor of economics at Wash- 
ington University, told members of 
the Republican Women’s Club to- 
day in a discussion of “The Farm- 
er and the Tariff” at the Town 
Club.

Buford a Disturbing Element. 

Since the beginning of the Legis- 
lature, Jan. 2, Buford has been a 
disturbing element, frequently in- 
terrupting debates, and on several 
occasions causing the Senate to be 
adjourned to avoid disgraceful 
scenes. Conference after confer- 
ence of the Democratic leaders has 
been held to ponder over the prob- 
lem in an attempt to reach a de- 
cision as to how to handle the situ- 
ation to avoid scandal and at the 
same time to prevent further inter- 
ference with the official business.
